The question of character is the 
main question. Character can best be 
determined by impartial inquirers free 
from political or personal interest or 
blas. We can’t expect any absolute- 
ly guaranteed impeccable prohibition 
agenta, even under the merit system;

Narcotic Service, appointed under that

Since 
the war, British policy has been di- 
rected toward making India the equal 
of all the other Dominions: Hindu 
delegates sat beside Australian and 
Canadian delegates at international 
conferences, And why not? BSelf- 
government was being introduced into 
India as fast as possible. There wad 
a growing tendency among home- 
keeping Britons to assume that the 
Hindu was merely one more of his 
Majesty’s subjects. 

Unfortunately, there remained the 
fact that India has a larger population 
than all the other Dominions and the 
mother. country put together, and 
workers able to subsist on a much 
lower ‘wage than white: men any- 
where. Only a few. months ago the 
question of Indian tmmigration inte 
Kenya Colony (British East Africa) 
had to be considered, and the outcome 
was a decision practically excluding 
Indians from the best portions of the 
colony and giving very little represen- 
tation In the Government to those 
already there. About the same thing 
happened when the Dominion Pre- 
miers and representatives of India dis- 
cusded the question of Indian immi- 
gration into the Dominions. ‘Every: 
body loves the Hindus so long as they 
stay at home. 

Despite intimations that the Indian 
population, or so much of it as wants 
to go abroad, was restive under race 
discrimination, and that its-loyalty .to 
the empire might eventually be af.

For the late recovery in the railway 
shares, the ground assigned by Wall 
Stre t was not unreasonable. It was 
the prospect, of highly favorable state- 
ments of earnings for October, as a re- 
sult of the absolutely high-record traf- 
fic carried and delivered during that 
month.

largest in our commercial history), last 
month's surplus of exports over imports 
was $09,000,000. This is considerably 
beyond the export surplus of November, 

; @ result achi¢ved in spite of im- 
ports $27,000,000 iabove last year. 
Whether the ineréase of $31,000,000 over 
last year In the month’s export trade 
is a sign of return to our older ‘export 
balances’’ must be judged by circum- 
stances. We have the statement of Sep- 
tember’s trade, for instance, by ‘sepa~ 
rate articles, and it shows that out of 
the $68,000,000 in that month’s total ex- 
ports over 1922, no less than $56,672,000 
was a result of much larger, cotton ex- 
ports at much higher prices. There can 
be no doubt that cotton has played a 
similar part in the October exports; in 

case it would hardly be safe to 
infer that permanent expansion of our 
general export trade is indicated by the 
figures. 

The October statement bears on the 
course of foreign exchange rates, though 
in a somewhat perplexing way. During | 
the ten past months our net surplus. of 
exports has been only $135,400,000, com- 
paring with $580,200,000 in that period 
of 1922 and with $834,000,000 in 1921. 
Furthermore, net gold imports for the 
ten past months have been $250,300,000, 
against $230,400,000 in 1922. ‘Since April 
our monthly gold importations have ex · 
¢eeded exports on the average by $30,- 
000,000; they néarly reached that bal- 
ancé in October. All this being so, it 
may be seen: at a glance how powerful 
must have been the influence of the aus- 
pension of investment of American 
money in néw Huropean securities—a 
chatige which alone has been able so 
greatly to supersede the balance against 
us, during 1923, on account of gold and 
merchandise combined.

Those Shown at French Trials 


: Were Supérior to Continental 
Types, Says Mr. Green. 


UNUSUAL DEVICE EXHIBITED | 


⸗ 
Plows Operated by Drum and Cable 
Described by Assistant Trade 
Commissioner. 


Eleven of the twenty-nine tractors ex- 
hibited at the rdcent Autumn trials at 
Essone-Corbeil, France, were of Amer- 
ican manufacture, and the trials, ac- 
cording to Assistant Trade Commis- 
sioner David.S. Green, Paris, established 
two facts. The first of these was that 
American tractors are superior, to those 
of Continental manufacture, and the 
other was that, despite the present de- 
preciation of the franc, some of the 
American machines can be sold for less 
than French tractors of established 
reputation. Reporting the {rials to: the 
Department of Commerce, Mr. Green 
says in part: 

“‘Two rather unusual devices were ex- 
hibited by means of ‘which plows and 
other farm implements may be drawn 
across large areas by long cables at- 
tached to stationary engines. The 
operating unit of: one of these systems 
consists of two heavy motor trucks sta- 
tioned at opposite ends of the field to 
be plowed.. Each truck contains a huge 
drum operating directly on the drive 
shaft. On this drum is wound the cable 
which draws the plow across the field. 
The set of trucks exhibited were huge 
50 - horsepower, four-cylinder models 
which worked quite well with a heavy 
five-bottom plow. Inasmuch-.as the two 
trucks with cable attachment. (without 
Plow) are quoted at 85,000 francs, the 
complete appliance has a limited market 
in France. Nevertheless it is reported 
that sales have been reasonably satis- 
factory;, especially to large beet sugar 
growers in the North of France. 

“The other type of cable-drawn plow 


-consisted of a stationary engine and a 


continuous steel cable attached by 
pulleys along theeline of plowing. The 


most interesting feature of this engine | $ 


is an ingenious device by means of 
which the clutch operating .the drum 
can be thrown in by one man steering 
the hand plow attached to the cable. 
One sharp tug on the cable in front of 
oe plow throws in the clutch, thereby 
wing the plow towards the further 
po —* To ana ‘out the clutch all 
that is necessary is a sharp Lon. Bs on = 
‘other end of the cable attach 
rear of the plow.

meters 0 patie. sells for the small price 
of 9, francs, is proving quite 
— with owners of land situated in 

he outskirts of the small towns and 
breton up into small plots.

This, he says, resembles a 
small motor-driven lawn mower, and is 
operated in much the same fashion. 
Being so small and compact it is very 
effective for plowing between vines, &c.

tractors have been equipped with a gas- 
producing aparatus operating on char- 
coal. It. consists of. a large heater, in 
which the charcoal is burhed, and a 
condensing and reyes apparatus in 
which the charcoal fumes are,run suc- 
cessively through water and gasoline. 
From this condenser the gases are con- 
ducted by a flexible me tube directly 
to the cylinders. 

**According to the manufacturers. of 
this apparatus, power furnished by the 
gas thus generated is as great as that 
secured from the regular fuel oils. 
Nevertheless, all the tractors equipped 
with the apparatus at the trials were 
also equip with standard carburetors,
